INDICTED \.ITHOUT ARRZST 


As often reported, the ciroumstances of the prosecution of Mr. Kohashi 
comes fro the fadt that he r-ceived ¥,25,000 from Mr. Kusumi, manager of the 
&chigo Reilway Company, in the purchase of which company ( ho induced the govern- 
ment to purchase it) he was active when ho was a member of the Dict and whon he 
belonged to the Sciyukai, i.e. at the time of tho 5md Dict(1927). The above 
fact constitutes a crime of acccpting bribery, ‘round this time, ho ran about 
in connection with the obtaining of samxtion in regard to the Yamate Electric 
éxpross Railways, carrying matters through the then Dict Vice-Ministor Mr. 


Sengo Satake and recoived sancti-n from the Railway Department. Later, he 


received from Wr. Icbijo, the Direetor of tho ecmpany, 25,000 shares of the 


company under tho name of re. Kohashi. Further, he assisted Mr. Satako in the 


latter's sending in bribery, This fact secms to have become the cause of his 
being charge: against a crime of assisting in soncing a bribo. Incidentally, 


he is to be prosccuted without being placcd in custody, 
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
